   (i) except in Baltimore City, Caroline County, Carroll County, 7 

Cecil County, Dorchester County, Garrett County, HARFORD COUNTY, Howard 8 

County, Kent County, Prince George’s County, Queen Anne’s County, Somerset 9 

County, Talbot County, Wicomico County, or Worcester County: 10 

 

    1. for any date when 1, 2, or 3 properties are sold, an 11 

amount not to exceed $10; and 12 

 

    2. for any date when 4 or more properties are sold, $3 for 13 

each property sold; 14 

 

   (ix) in Caroline County, HARFORD COUNTY, Howard County, 15 

Prince George’s County, and Talbot County, $10 for each property sold. 16 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 17
